Althouzh the export trade report. 
of the Dominion for the year endinz 
June 30th last shows a total! increase 
of over 20 per cent, the returnsof the 
bacon and canned meat trade show a 
decrease of about 10 per cent. in the 
latter. The returns jzive the total 
exports of bacon to Great Britain, at 
$11.971,988, as azainst $12.487.972 for 
1905. Tho returns for canned meats 
show exports of 31,349,990 for 1906, 
against $4,525,270 for 1905. The start- 
ling: drop in canned meats is, of 
course, directly, due to the stronz 
feelinz in Great Britain azainst can- | 
ned jz00ds, caused by the Chicazo) 
packing scandal. A vepresentative 
of one of the prominent loca! packinz 
houses says they have had consider- 
able stock in Britain for some 
snonths that they have been unable 
to et rid of, the British public re- 
fusi to use canned goods, irres- | 
peotive of what country they came 
from. Tho decrease in the canned } 
goods export trade, however, botb- 
ers Canadian packing houses very lit- 
tle. Tha great bulk of their trade 
is in the Dominion’ itself, and the 
export trade, to a lanze extent, their 
surplus. It is -expected, too, that 
when the present feclinz in Britain 
ago ¢ canned meats moderates, as 
it is bound to do, there will be a 
splendid field for Canadian exports of 
canned meats,

Plunge Through Draw- 
bridge At Atlantic. 


DEATHS MAY BE FIFTY-SEVEN 


Cars 


Twenty-Five Bodies Recovered Up to 
Midnight—For Briof Time Ono Coach 
Hung Over the Water, But Long 
Enough to Permit 20 to Escape— 

A Woman Saves Husband and 
Three Others From Drowning. 


Atiantle Clty, Oct. 29.—By tho wreck- 
ing of a three-coach olectric train on 
tho West Jersey and Seashore Rai!- 
road yesterday afternoon, at least 60 
passengers perished, and tho jist may 
reach tho appalling total of 75 when all 
Js Icnown, 

While crossing over a drawhridgo 
spanning the watorway known 4s 
“The Thoroughfare,” which separates 
Atlantic City from the mainland, the 
train loft the track and plunged Into 
tho water. 

25 Bodies Recovered. 

The passongers in ‘the first two 
coaches. with few exceptions, wero 
drowned. Up to midnight last night 20 
podses had beon recovered, and it 1s 
possibly more bodies are still in tho 
submerged coaches 


Tho disaster is the worst that has 
Happened since tho’ terrible Meadom 
Wreck of July 30, 1896 ‘The traln, 


made up of three heavy vestibule clec- 
tric coaches, which left Camdon, N. J. 
at one o'clock in the afternoon, car- 
ried probably 88 passengers, as that 
number of tickets are held by the 
conductor. He Is uncertain, however, 
just how many passengers the train 
carried, and untl) all the bodies have 
been taken out of the submerged 
coaches, it will not be possible to give 
an approximate estimate of the dead. 
Cause Not Established. 

Tho cause of the wreck has not been 
established. It was probably due to a 
defective rail or the brealring of some 
part of the superstructure of the first 
coach. 

While running at a speed sald to 
have been moderate and’ not unusual 
the first coach left the: rails and drag- 
ged those following it over the ties 
for a distaance of 50 feet Suddenly 
swerving the first two coaches plunged 
over the side of the bridge: into the wat- 
er 20 feet below. 

Quick Escape off 20. 

The third coach struck a heavy 
abutment, broke its couplings and for 
a brief time hung perilously suspended 
over the- water. 

Brief as was this period, however, 
it gave more than a score of passen~- 
gers an opportunity to escape by the 
rear door, Then the car slid off and 
followed’ the other two Into the water. 
It is believed every one in the rear 
or third coach escaped alive, though 
all were more or less injured. 

The accident was witnessed by many 
persons on shore, and assistance was 
promptly sent from Atlantic City. Lit- 
tle could be done, however, towards 
saving of the lives of those imprisoned 
in the submerged coaches. They quick- 
ly settled in the mud, and as the tide 
rose they were soon hidden from sight 
except for the trolley poles. 

Divers were sent down and tried to 
reach the dead bodies, but darkness set 
in and the tide ran too.swiftly for them 
to accomplish much. 

Brave Attempts at Rescue. 

John Taylor of Camden was among 
those who went overboard with the 
cars, but he Kicked in a window of the 
rear car and swam to the piling of the 
bridge, where he held fast unttl bravely 
rescued by J. I. Delvord. 

Charles Kessler, a local merchant, 
got an axe, Jumped to the top of a sub- 
merged car, and began to hack in the 
roof to Ilberate the Imprisoned passen- 
gers. He dld good work, buc could not 
release many, under the circumstances. 

Mrs. McDonald of Philadelphia, who 
was in the third car and is a good 
swimmer, escaped by a window as the 
car toppled into the water. She dived 
four times for her husband and rescued 
him after she had brought to the sur- 
face three other men, 

John Eades of this city was on the 
traln and escaped by crawling through 
a window of tho rear car and swim- 
ming ashore. 

The man who attends the bridge says 
the bridge was Properly closed and 
that the tracks had been Inspected. 

Not More Than 57 Dead. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 29.—lLate last 
night the Pennsylvania Railroad made 
the statement, showing, according to 
information recelved here, not more 
than 57 of the 80 persons on the train 
Jost thelr ves in the Atlantle City 
accident.

Cossacks Ready to Suppress 
Anticipated Disorders. 


OVER CZAR’S MANIFESTO 


People Warned Against Assembling) on’ 
tho Occasion of the Anniversary of 
the Proclamation of Russian Con~ 

stitution — Already Government 
Has Been Defiod and a Mass 
Meeting Held In Univeraity. 


St. Petersburg, Oct, 80.—On tho evo 
of tho anniversary of the publication 
of tho Imperial manifesto, giving o 
constitution to Russia Oct. 30, the pre- 
fect of pollee has caused tho elty to bo 
placarded with proclamations warning 
tho public that in case of disorders, 
domonstrationa, or even the assembling 
of crowds armed force will be used with 
all the vigor petmissible under the 
rules of “oxtraordinary security.” 

@ho Government's ultimatum to tho 
faculty of tho university, announcing 
that the institution would be closed If 
meetings involving the participation of 
non-students wore continued, was defled 
yesterday, An immonso mass: meeting 
was held In the university bullding, at 
which many workmen, professional men 
and several army officers were present. 

Constitution Valucless, 

After flery revolutionary speeches had 
been delivered a resolution was adopt- 
ed, declaring that the gift of a constl- 
tution by the Emperor last October had 
proyed valueless and! asserting that the 
situetion of the country was as intoler- 
able 2s before the manifesto. A second 
resolution rejected proposition to 
celebrate to-day with a meeting or a 
demonstration, as (fie anniversary was 
not deserving of special notice, and it 
was uscless to play into the hands of 
the police by provoking disorder. 

The Emperor has signed a ukase 
granting full religious freedom to the 
sect known as the “Old Bellevers,"” who 
number several millions and constitute 
the most prosperous and industrious 
class of Russians. It is understood that 
the ukase will be published on the 
anniversary of'the constitutional man{- 
testo. 

Cossacks to Stippross. 

Warsaw, Oct. 30.—lNears that disturb- 
ances will occur to-day, the amniver- 
sary of the publication of the imperial 
manifesto, giving a constitution to Rus- 
sia, have led to the adoption of vigor- 
ous measures by the-authoritles. Cos- 
sacks and infantry will suppress the 
slightest attempts at demonstrations. 

Place-Quick-Firing Guns. 

London, Oct. 30.—A despatch to a 
news agency from Odessa says that 
elaborate military precautions have 
been taken there in view of the possi- 
bility of exciting events to-day. Four 
thousand Cossacks are ready for in- 
stant action, quick-firing guns are 
‘posted at a dozen points, and the streets 
are closely patrolled:

THE SITUATION IS 


To the Exclusion of Japanese Children 
From tho Schools of San Francisco 
Is Now Added Indignities to the 
Japanese Restaurant Keepers In 

the Pacific Coast City—Japan- 


eso Press In Moderato. 


Washington, Oct, 27,—At yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting, among the Important 
matters discussed was the situation 
growing out of the anti-American son- 
timant In Japan and the exclusion of 
Japaneso children from the public 
schools of San Francisco, 

It was stated by a member of tho 
Cabinet, after the meeting, that the 
general opinion of the members was 
that the Japanese situation was excecd- 


ingly graye und would require the most 
delicate treutement to ayold an open 
rupture. 

It developed yesterday that proceed- 
ings Initiated in San Francisco Thurs- 


day, to compel the authorities to To- 
celyo Japanese pupils into tho public 
schools, were directed by the Depart- 
ment of Justico, 

Telling In Japan. 

London, Oct, 27.—In a despatch from 
Tokio, the correspondent of ‘The Dally 
Telegraph says tho Japanese Forelgn 
OfMce has received a reply, through 
Ambassador Viscount Sluze Aokl, at 
Washington, to the effect that the ex- 
clusion of Japanese children from the 
echogls of San Francisco was quite a 
local affair. 

The American Government was not 
awaro of the details of the incident un- 
ail after the receipt of the cablegrams 
from Japan. The American ambassador 
at Tokio, Luke B. Wright, has given a 
pledge that the United States will not 
discriminate between Japaneso and 
ether foreign children, and that she 
undertakes to protect Japanese inter- 
ests fully. 

Lamentable Incident. 

Baron Kentare Kaneko, a member of 
the Privy Council, the correspondent 
continues in the course of an Inter- 
yiew on this subject, said the incident 
was lamentable in view of the ever-in- 
creasing friendship between Japan and 
the United States. He applauded the 
moderato tone of the Japanese press, 
which ‘he declared to be based upon 
gratitude. 

He sald further, there was undoubted 
evidence that Japan was deeply pained 
at the action of San Francisco, but 
it was universally held that the exclu- 
sion of Japanese children from San 
Francisco schools was an outcome of 
the present electoral campaign in the 
United States. 

Jap Restaurants Suffer. 

Japanese restaurant-keepers have 
suffered indignities in San Francisco 
as well as Japanese school children, ac- 
cording to reports received by the Jap- 
anese ambassador from the Japanese 
consular officials in that clty, 

At least seven or eight reports have 
been made concerning a boycott in- 
augurated against Japanese restaur- 
ants in the California city. Agents have 
been posted to prevent patrons from 
entering the restaurants, and in several 
instances stones have been thrown and 
windows broken, according to the state- 
ments of Japanese officials. 

Aggression Is Purely Local. 

These cases have been brought to the 
attention of Secretary Root by Vis- 
count Aoki, who says it is with great 
reluctance that he brings to the atten- 
Uon of the central Government demon- 
strations against the Japanese, which 
are purely loca) in their nature. 

Viscount Aoki said that all the 
trouble has been confined to San Wran- 
ciseo, The ambassador assured his 
Government again yesterday that the 
outbreak against the Japanese is pure- 
ly local, and was much gratified at re- 
celving despatches which showed that 
the Japanese press is for the most part 
attempting to check the feeling against 
Americans,

Cost Little to Organize This Life Com- 
pany—Insurance Investigation 
Concludes at Montreal.

Montreal, Oct. 27.—Evidence in the 
investigation of ‘the Royal Victoria As- 
surance Co. of Montreal was concluded 
yesterday, and with it ended the ses- 

fon of tho Insurance Commission in 
Montreal, 

Chief emphasis was lald in the evi- 
dence of David Burke, general manager, 
on the small cost wlth which the com- 
pany had been organized. He stated 
that the entire cost of stock, Parlia- 
mentary expenses, otc., had been only 
$1,700, and the Royal Victoria, unlike 
many new companies, had never had 
any bonuses or gifts from shareholdera 
or directors. 

No Dividends For Long Time. 

Mr. Burke had organized the com- 
pany, The men he sought tto interest 
in tho first place were A. IP, Gault 
James Crathern, Senator Forget, Sena- 
tor Mackay and 8. Finley. In the mat- 
ter of inducements there was nothing 
of a personal character held whatever 
The witness had pointed out to the 
stockholders that a considerable period 
must elapse before there could be any 
dividend. He hod never felt safe In 
naming qny definite pertod, and he had 
never discounted any notes, 

The capital stock authorlzed was a 
million dollars, and the sum -was now 
subscribed. No premium had been 
charged for the stock, but the cost of 
obtaining business was mot so great 
then as now. 

Rebates Prohibited. 

‘The policyholders took no part in the 
annual meetings. It was true that af 
the directors were so determined, na 
policyholders could participate in per- 
son except at meetings called to In- 
crease "the Capital stock. The matter 
had never been discussed by the direct- 
ors. No compensation was given to 
a@gents, where they had to give a re- 
bate. In every instance it was pro- 
hibited. 

Estimates were readjusted in 1900, 
Judgment of surrounding conditions 
and previous experience setting the 
rate.

CLERICAL REBELS. 


Must Yield to France or Property Will 
Be Sequestered. 


Paris, Oct. 27—The Cabinet has 
reached a decision regarding the appli- 
eation of the law providing for the 
separation of church and state, by 
which the property for revenues of the 
churches, in the event of the clergy Pper- 
sisting in their present rebellious atti- 
tude, will be sequestered Dec. 11, but 
the churches themselves will remain 
open for public worship under the law 
of assembly of 1881 during the ensu- 
ing year before the law goes finally in- 
to effect. 

In the meantime, should the clergy 
refuse to yield, a Ministerial declara- 
tion will be issued, indicating very 
clearly the intention of the Cabinet to 
ask Parliament for special legislation 
to meet the situation. 

Give Impetus to Schism. 

Some of the newspapers declare that 
the Council af State is prepared to ren- 
der a decision that only \associations 
formed with the consent of the former 
church wardens and parish priests are 
legally entitled to take over church 
property, those formed by outsiders 
having no previous connection with the 
church wardens or parish priests being 
irregular. If this proves to be correct, 
the decision will give an Impetus to 
schism, as of all the associations thus 
far constituted but two have the con- 
currence of both the parish priest and 
church wardens, and these have been 
formally interdicted by the bishops. 

Threat to Priests. 


Bordeaux, Oct. 27.—Cardinal Lecot, 
Archbishop of Bordeaux, has issued an 
appeal to the falthful not to Join “false 
Catholics and bad priests” in the for- 
mation of associations to take over 
church property; warned the parish- 
joners who disobey his injunction that 
they will loose the right to confess and 
receive the sacrament, and notified the 
priests,that they wlll be prohibited from 
preaching and administering the sacra- 
‘ment, adding that those “who thus 


“wrongfally acquire church property will 


not only die in a state of sin, but the 
obligation will rest upon thelr posterity 
so long as the memory of the rebbery 
ondures,”” 


INSANE SENT HOME AGAIN. 


Estimated Saving to the Province of 
$2,000 for Each Patient Deported. 


Toronto, Oct, 27.—The deportation of 
Tunatics who have Hved less than two 
years In Ontarlo is a work which fs 
now being systematically carried out 
under the direction of Mr. S, A. Arm- 
strong. Inspector of Asylums. The 
Dominion tmmigration act provides the 
authority for this action. 

All the lunatics recently deported and 
several awaiting deportation have elth- 
er arrived in this province in their 
present unsound mental condition or 
jrave gone insane soon after their ar- 
rival, In all cases-where their condition 
is ascertalncd within the two-year limit 
mentioned the transportation com- 
panies which brought them here must 
bear the expense of taking them back 
to the countries whence they came. 

The estimated saving to the province 
by each deportation is $2,000, this be- 
ing based on the actual cost per year 
per patient, which in Ontarlo ts $186, 
and the statistical evidence that the 
average life of a patient resident in an 
asvium js thirteen years, _

How 
shall I procced to locate and obtain a 
“seript” for one hundred and sixty 
acres of land ¥ 

Ans—"The Volunteer Land Graot 
Act" which was passed by the Onta- 
ria Legislature in 1901, has been, am- 
ended every year since that date, with 
the oxception of 1902. In order to 
locate your land you will have to 
comply with (he rezulations of the 
Crown Lands Department. Your 
Ploper course is to write to the Min- 
ister of Lands und Mines, Parlia- 
ment Buildings, Toronto, statiniz tho | 
number and date of your “soript", 
and you will jzet a reply, stating the 
rules and regulations which you 
must comply, with in order to have 
your lund fosated. You will havo 
\to make your selection from the 
'tracts which are set apart by tho 
Government for that purpose. You 
can make your selection at the Crown 
Lands Office in Toronto. There aro 
surveyors’ field notes, giving a gen- 
eral description of the lands and of 
ithe timber jzrowinjs thereon.

{gon Orlers dictum that ‘pneumonia 
ip a self-Innited disease, which oan 
neither be aborted nor cut short by, 
any known means at our command’? 
It remarks thatjthe '‘mortalily| from 
Pleumonia is greater than when 
bleeding was the accepted trealment, 
‘out it thinks yeneseotion will not 
again ame inta fashion, although 
many physicians regret it passing. 
It finds that the sweating treat— 
ment of the disease is favored by 
many country physzcians, who clanm 
that under it the pneumonia sud— 
cides ‘without waiting for the clus- 
sical crisis.” Whe methods of treat— 
ment jby the cold pack, chloroform 
ipbalations, sodium Salicylate, 
crececte dahalations calomel, huge 
deees of quiine, digitalis, veratum! 
vilide, ete, are considered, and won- 
der is expressed. im the cases of some 
of these drugs, that they are igner— 
ed ‘by most: authors of medipal Lext 
books.

Tory Revival Sweeps Liberals In Elec- 
tlons of Borough Counclls—Also In 
Provincial Municipal Contests. 


London, Nov. 3.—Tho triennial elec: 
tions of the London Borough Councils 
havo resulted in an overwhelming vic- 
tory for tho munic{pal reformers, who 
{n somo of the boroughs absolutely. 
wiped out the progressives. The vie- 
tors were formerly known as Moder- 
ates and represent the Unionist party, 
and the Progressives the Liberal and 
Labor parties. 

Stronghold of Torylsm. 

After several years of Progressive 
regime, during which, !t 1s contended, 
the taxes were increased to abnormal 
figures In consequence of huge expen- 
ditures, Including palatial workhouses, 
Turkish baths for workingmen, who 
did not uso them, and clubhouses and 
other similar munietpal luxuries, the 
borough councils are once agaln great 
strongholds of Toryism. Tho full fig: 
ures are not yet available, but up to 
noon yesterday the Municipal Reform- 
ers had won 610 sents, the Progres- 
sives 222, and the Labor and Indepen- 
dent candidates 77 out of a total of 
1362. 

Liberals Routed In Provinces. 

The provinclal muntolpal elections 
have also resulted in a rout for the 
Liberals, The canypafsns in the provin- 
ces were mostly conducted on political 
party Nnes. Incomplete results show 
that the Liberals have sustained a net 
loss of 33 representatives and that the 
Conservatives haye a net gain of 59. 
The Labor party has a net gain of 9. 

In London the Labor party candi- 
datey seem to have fared even worse 
than the Progressives, but they made 
small gains In the provinces.

UNDER COMMON LAW 


Roman Catholics In France On 
Equality With Other Beliefs. 


CHURCH LOSES — $8,000,000 


Declined to Take Advantage of Its 
Privilege Under the Law as the Other 
Religions Did—Neither Martyrdom 
Nor Persecutions For Faithful— 
An Official Statement by tho 
Minister of Public Instruction. 


Paris, Nov. 6.—The Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction and Worship, M. Briand. 
Saturday announced in on authoribed 
interylew that the Government did not 
regard the Roman Catholic Church a3 
being in revolt ogainst the law pro- 
viding for the separation of tho 
church and state, 

Tho Roman Catholic Church having 
simply declined to take advantage of 
its privilege, under the law, as the 
other religions did, on Dec. 11 would 
forfeit its $8,000,000 of property and 
thereafter would live under the com- 
mon law. There would be neither mar- 
tyrdom nor persecutions of the falth- 
ful. The churches,-as state and com- 
munal property, would remain open 
for Roman Catholic worship. 

The object for which the Republican 
party in France had struggled for 
thirty years, the Minister said, had 
been achieved. The concordat was at 
an end, the state would no longer 
contribute to the support of any rell- 
gion, and priests would no longer en- 
Joy privileges. In both their dutles 
and obligations they would be on an 
equality with other citizens. 

In other words, the state was at last 
neutral toward all religions and would 
permit the exercise of all of them with 
special favors to none. 


ALL POWERS SIGN TREATY. 


Radio-Telegraph Conference At Berlin 
Brought to Suceessful Finish. 
Berlin, Nov. 5.—The representatives 
of all the powers signed the document, 
but Great Britain, Italy, Japan, Mexico, 
Persia and Portugal did not join in the 
special article containing the United 
States’ proposal that inter-communica- 
tion be obligatory between ship and 

ship. 

Great Britain, Italy, Japan, France, 
Spain, Denmark, Persia, Portugal and 
Turkey did not sign the renunciation 
Provision, thus excepting from the pro- 
visions of the treaty such stations ag 
these Governments might select. Al 
the other powers agree to free ship to 
shore inter-communication with all 
stations open to the public, naval and 
military stations excepted. 

The perlod for the ratification of 
the treaty ends July 1, 1908. The next 
conference will take place in 1911. 


TO PREVENT TECHNICAL DEFEAT. 


Newfoundland Government Preparing 
For Big Legal Fight. 

St. John’s, Nfld., Noy. 4——In order to 
avold the possibility of any legal de- 
feat or technicality vitlating the pro- 
posed test cases which the Newfound- 
land Government intends to bring 
against colonial fishermen . employed 
on board of American herring vessels 
to determine whether the modus viven- 
di arranged betweeen the United 
States and Great Britain 1s valid or 
otherwise the Government will send 
competent legal counsel to the west 
coast to arrange for these prosecu- 
tions, to draft the necessary papers, 
and to oversee the enforcement of the 
bait act. 

It is the purpose of the Government 
to carry these cases to the hey Coun- 
ell it neces arises. 


AID INSURANCE PROBERS. 


Policyholders’ Assoolation Will Assist 
Ontario Counsef With Evidence. 


Toronto, Noy. 6—A meeting of the 
Policyholders’ Association of Canada, 
held in the Queen's Hotel on Saturday 
evening, was called for the purpose of 
appointing a committee to co-operato 
with counsel, IL H. Hellmuth, K-C, and 
George R. Geary, in the presentation 
of the case of the policyholders before 
the Dominion insurance commission. 

Wm. Robins, Walkerville; F. A. Red, 
London; W. S. B. Laurie, and G. T. 
Ronald, Toronto, were appointed on 
thls committee. These gentlemen were 
empowered to place such evidence be- 
fore the commission as might be re- 
quired, and as counsel might advise.

Upheld by Court of Appeal. 

Toronto, Nov. 5.—The bookmakers 
and others interested in the continu- 
ance of betting at the Woodbine re- 
gelved a hard jolt on Saturday, when 
three of the five Judges of the Court 
of Appeal upheld the conviction in the 
Police Court against J. S. Saunders and 
others for conducting common gaming 
houses at the Woodbine racetrack The 
decision will, of course, be taken to 
the Supreme Court, although had the 
Court of Appeal been unanimous, this 
Tesort would have been cut off and bet- 
ting at the Woodbine would have been 
declared dead. 

“The questions submitted by the 
magistrate should be answered in the 
affirmative and the conviction affirm- 
ed,” ig the judgment of Chief Justice 
Moss, and this {s concurred in by Jus- 
tices Maclaren and Osler. Chief Jus- 
tive Meredith and Justice Garrow dis- 
sent. 

The questions submitted are: 

(a) Am I right in holding that a bet- 
ting booth, as aforesaid, falls within 
the terms of section 197 of the criminal 
code as a house, office or other place? 

(b) Am I right In holding that the 
provisions of sub-section 2 of section 
204 of the criminal code do not apply 
to the offence of which the defendants 
are found guilty? 

The nature and disposition of the 
betting booths at the Woodbine lawn 
are set forth with much detall and par- 
ticularity, and the regulations and 
terms governing them described tn con- 
nection with the questions submitted. 


NO REASON FOR DIVIDENDS. 


Hon. H. R. Emmerson Says I. C. R. Is 
Best Investment Canada Has. 


Ottawa, Nov. 5—Hon. H. R. Emmer- 
son was the guest at luncheon here 
Saturday of Se Canadian Club. He 
spoke of the Intercolonial Railway. 

He claimed that it was the best In- 
vestment Canada had to-day. They 
had now a surplus, but that surplus 
did not go into coffers of the Interco- 
lonial, but back into the pockets of the 
people. 

The Minister urged that the railway 
had fulfilled its mission, for it had 
bound the east with the west, but he 
argued that it was not their purpose 
to draw dividends from the Interco- 
lonial; rather was {t their desire to 
work it just at and no more than a 
paying basis. There was no more rea- 
son to expect dividends from that rail- | 
way than from a canal. 


DEATH OF JUDGE MADORE. 


Was M.P. For Hochelaga County, Que- 
bec For Two Terms. 

Montreal, Nov. 5—Judge Madore of 
St. Hyacinthe died at the Glengarry 
Hospital early Saturday_ 

Judge Madore, who was 48 years of j 
age, had been suffering from a chronic 
flness for a long time. 

In 1891 Mr. Madore ran as Liberal 
candidate for federal honors in the 
County of Jacques Cartier, but was de- 
feated by Mr. Glrouard. However, in 
1896 he was returned to the House of 
Commons for the constituency of Ho- 
chelaga, and was re-elected in 1900 by 
a majority of $00 over his opponent. 

In 1903 Mr. Madore was elevated to 
the bench, and attached to the district 
of St. Hyacinthe, He was married in 
April last to Miss: Beauchemin of that 
locality.

and, in our day, Laurier, all those 
famous men owe (their oratorigal) re- 
mown to u thovoush study of lit- 
erature and especially the classics. 
Th espeaker, encourazed the young, 
men to pursue this branch of study. 
It was one of the greatest means of 
fine, intellectual development. 

our own lanzuage there was 
three olasses of literature and lit- 
erary personages. The first are like 
Homer, Horase and Vinzil, that, is, 
they are the standard writers of 
Enzlish. The Bard of Avon, Milton, 
and other renowned Enzlish writers 
belong to this class. Then there is 
the literature of ito-day. The popu- 
lar authors are writinz books that 
will no @ndure.

North Will-o’-the-Wisp 
Its Hardest Chase. 


RECORDS FARTHEST NORTH 


Gives 


Great Hardships of Trip—Incessant 
Battlos With Ice, Storms and Head 
Winds—Message From Hopedale, 
Labrador, Tolls of Explorer’s Ad- 
ventures—Point Reached 203 
Miles of the North Pole. 
New York, Noy. 3.—Tho United 
States now holds the record of “far 
thest north,” 87 degnees 6 minutes. 


This feat was accomplished by Com- 
mander Robert BE. Peary of the United 


States navy. What Commander Peary 
did, and kj= experlences during the 
past year in tho frozen north, are

communication recelyed by Herbert L. 
Bridgeman, secretary of the Peary 
Arctic Club, This communication fol- 
lows: 

“Hopedale, Labragor (yia Twillin- 
gate, Newfoundland), Noy. 2; 

“To Herbert L. Bridgeman: 

“Roosevelt wintered north coast of 
Grantland, somewhat north of Alert’s 
winter quarters. Went north with 
sledges in February via Heckla and 
Columbia. Delayed by open water be- 
tween 84th and 85th degrees. Beyond 
86th six days. Gale disrupted, ice de- 
stroyed coaches, cut off communica- 
tion with supporting bodies, and drift- 
ed due east. Reached 87 degrees 6 
minutés, north latitude, over ice, drift- 
ing steadily eastward. Returning ate 
eight dogs. Drifted eastward and de 
layed by open water; reached north 
coast of Greenland in stralghtened con- 
ditions, Killed musk oxen and return- 
ed along Greenland coast to ship. Two 
supporting parties were driven on 
north coast of Greenland. One rescued 
by me in starving condition. After one 
week recuperation on Roosevelt 
sledged west, completing north coast 
of Grantland, and reached other land, 
near 100th meridian. Homeward yoy- 
age incessant battle with ice, storms 
and head winds. Roosevelt magnificent 
ice fighter and sea boat. No deaths or 
illness in expedition. 

“(Signed) Peary.” 
Over a Year Gone, 


Commander Peary's polar steamship, 
the Roosevelt, left New York on her 
long journey in search of the north 
pole on July 16, 1905. The vessel for 
which funds were furnished by the 
Peary Arctic Club of New York, was 
designed particularly for Arctic ex- 
ploration. She cost about $100,000. The 
Roosevelt had a crew of twenty men. 

The previous record for the point 
nearest the pole was made by Captain 
Cagni of the Duke of the Abruzzi's 
Itallan expedition, who reached 86.34 
north, or within 237 statute miles of 
the pole. The point reached by Peary 
(87.6) places him about 203 miles from 
the pole. ¢ 


A CHANGE IN LAW. 


Which Will Prevent Immigrants Being 
Lured to Canada, 


London, Nov. 3.—(C. A. P.)—As a re- 
sult of representations made to the Col- 
onial Office by W. L. Mackenzie King, 
the Government has decided to Intro- 
duce the desired emigration legislation 
at the present session. 

Owing to the difficulty of introduc- 
ing the new Dill at this late period of 
the session the Government has taken 
advantage of the Merchants’ Shipping 
Bill now before the House. By an 
amendment to this bill Mr. Lloyd- 
George will propose the following 
amendment: 

“If any person, by any false repre- 
sentation, induces or attempts to in- 
duce any person to emigrate or to en- 
gage steerage passage in any ship, he 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine 
not exceeding £50, or imprisonment, 
with or without hard labor, for a period 
of three months.” 

Lord Elgin himself drafted the fore- 
mentioned amendment.

Deceased is survived by his wife and 
six dauzhters—Mes. I. R. Carnovsky, 
Kingston; Mrs, Eli Williamson, Lind- 
say; Mrs. It. H. Bennett, Fall River, 
Mass; Mrs. (Dr). A. J. Stocker, Rock 
Tsland, 1l.; Mrs. W. J. Armstronz, 
Detroit, and Miss Freda Stratton, of 
Montreal, Deceased was one of a fam- 
ily of eleven, and Mrs. J. Howell, 
who lives in ‘the State of Michizan, is 
now ‘the only surviviniz; member. 

The late Rev. F. B. Stratton was 
born in the township of Richmond, 
four miles west of Napanee, in the 
year, 1838. His faither was an Ameri- 
can who came to Canada from Mas- 
sachussetts, in the early part of thel 
century. His mother was of Dutch 
descent, thowzh born near Napanec. 
Durinz his boyhood days deceased had 
very few adyantajzes. Up to ten years 
of aze he attended the common 
school, as the duties of farm life 
would allow, buit after that, owing to 
the continued illness of his father, he 
was oblijzed to zo to hard work. He 
had a gtronz desire for knowledize, 
however, and this led him to seek 
every opportunity for learning. At 
the ajze of eighteen he secured six 
months at the common school, and 
then he entered the teachinz profes- 
sion, He continued in this work for 
four years, with perfect satisfaction 
to the people and to his own ad- 
vancement. He spent two years at 
Albert Colleze, Belleville, and showed 
great ability as a student, heading 
all ithe classes. However, to his own 
regret, and that of his professors, he 
was compelled to relinquish his sta- 
dies in order to secure more meuns. 
He obtained fees for two more years 
when he received a pressing call from 
the church, and he entered the minis- 
DY. | 

Rev. Mr. Stratton’s relizious life 
commenced in 1854, thouzh from ear- 
ly years he was am earnest worker in 
the church and tho Sabbath school. 
Being) the son, of a Baptist deacon, he 
first joined that church In 1858 he 
made the Methodist church his choice, 
and joined in that year. He was 
selected as an exhorter, which he con- 
tinued until he entered the ministry 
in 1860. He was sent’ to take chanzo 
of a mission, beinz expected while 
performing ‘the duties of a mission- 
ary, to faet up his duties for ordina- 
tion. In due time he was regularly 
ordained. He travelled in succession 
the following field’: Hinchinbrook, 
Osnabrook, Lyn, Inverary, Melville, 
Hallowell, Milford, Morven, Odessa, 
Orono, Stirling, Mados and fam- 
worth. As pastor he was generally 
beloved. He was a lover of social 
life, and of promoting through his 
medium the advancement of relizion, 
In pulpit he was an able exponent 
of tthe truth. Ho was always criz- 
inal in ‘thowzht, and in his pian of 
discourse, fe was regarded as one 
of the best preachers in, the confer- 
ence. Ife was secretary of his an- 
nual conference for four successive 
years, and had been a delegate to 
conference ever since his sixth year 
in the ministry. Me was a member of 
the colleze board several years, mem- 
ber of the union committee, score- 
‘tary of the first united generafcon- 
ference, and also district chairman 
for two terms. He had reat suc- 
cess as a revivalist. < 

Rey. Mr. Stratton was president of 
the Bay of Quinte confercnog in tho 
year 1906, Included in his stations 
before he was superannuated were 
Trenton, Selby, Little Britain, Sa- 
lem.

New York, Nov. 10.—One woman is 
dead, a man js in a hospital suffering 
from severe burns, 2,000 fled from thelr 
homes in panic and thousands’ more 
passed a sleepless night as a result of 
a series of {ncendJary fires in the two 
blocks bounded by Sixtleth and Sixty- 
Hirst strects and Columbus and West 
End avenues early yesterday. 

Scores of persons whose llves were 
endangered by flames or choking smoke 
were rescued by flremen. Many of the 
rescues were of a highly sensational 
character. 

In all there were five fires, every one 
of them fncendtary, between midnight 
and % o'clock yesterday morning. Tho 
loss was about $20,000.

THE WILL ENQUETE 


Mr. Langton Left Bank Because 
of False Returns. 


TELLS HOW IT CAME ABOUT 


Became Suspicious Over Notice Post- 
ed In Directors! Book In 1903 Order- 
ing That All Purchasos and Sales 
of Securities Reported to Board 
—Mr. Ames Tells of Managers 
Speculating In Margins. 


Toronto, Noy. 10—The somewhat 
startling declaration was made in the 
Police Court yesterday morning that it 
was not unusual for bank managers to 
buy stock on margin. 

Mr. A. EB. Ames, who was the only 
witness called in the McGill enquete, 
and whose examination consumed the 
entire morning, made the statement. 

Thoreat Magistrate Denison pricked 
up his cars and sought for additional 
information. But Mr. Ames qualified 
his position by adding that under ex- 
ceptional conditions a manager might 
be Justified in so doing. He left it to 
be inferred that the practice was not 
so widespread as he had at first inti- 
mated. 

A Telling Tabular Statement. 

Figures were produced by Crown At- 
torney Corley indicating just how Mr, 
McGill's alleged peculations occurred. 
The tabular statement showed each of 
the so-called investments and the 
investments and the amount swallowed 
up in each. 

Mr. Ames again made it clear that 
on Aug. 10, when the $126,000 his firm 
was supposed to owe McGill was writ- 
ten off, his firm was under no such 
obligation, although he refused to af- 
firm in precise terms the magistrate's 
view that McGill knew his statement 
in this connection to be false, At the 
date mentioned McGill owed the firm 
$37,861.91. 

Cleaned Up $49,000; Lost $19,000. 

The Ontario Bank, in its own name, 
entered Into a large syndicate in 1908 
tor the purchase of Twin City Rapid 
Transit Co,, cleaning up $49,000. The 
bank also worked in a syndicate in 
Consolidated Lake Superior, losing 
$19,000. 

Transfer Clerk Chenoweth stated he 
had been Instructed, on Sept. 10 last, 
to mark off as’a loss $125,000 entered 
as a purchase of Long Island Railway 
bonds, which, Mr. Ames says, are of 
“substantial value.” 

McGill also gave instructions to wipe 
off $229,000, invested in United States 
Railway bonds, and $15,000 in Minnea- 
polls and St. Louis, preferred, which, 
up to Sept. 10, had been carried as good 
assets. 

Mr, Langton Suspicious, 

“I don’t know how much or how 1it- 
tle the directors know. I had my own 
suspicions.” 

It was J. W. Langton, formerly an 
accountant in the Ontario Bank, who 
delivered himself as above at the after- 
noon proceedings. 

Mr. Langton entered the service of 
the Ontarlo Bank in 1889, and continu- 
ed in it for some years under the Mc- 
Gill regime. He was aware of the mar- 
gin stock speculations of the manager, 
but kept his own counsel on this, as 
on other disturbing matters, up to the 
hour of his appearing on the stand yes- 
terday. 

As accountant he had a share in the 
preparation of the Government reports 
from month to month, Like Chenoweth 
he acted under instructions from Mc- 
Gill in the transfer of large amounts 
to the current loans column. He did 
so with growing uneasiness, for he sus- 
pected that he was being made use of 
to cover up that which the world did 
not know and. which might have caus- 
ed a run on the bank. 

Refused to Obey. 

In May of 1903 he was called upon 
by McGill to shift an amount if $597,- 
780 from the railway debentures ac- 
count to current loans. He knew the 
transfer was a piece of juggling, but 
McGill undertook to assume the re- 
sponsibillty if the occasion arose. 
‘Then came the last straw a little la- 
ter, In the form of a request from Mc- 
Gill for Langton’s signature to a trans- 
fer of funds to a New York stock- 
broking firm. He declined, and his 
resignation soon followed. 

Dalton Gladman, receiving teller, 
and M. J. Quigley, paying teller, at the 
Yonge street branch of the Ontario 
Bank, told of cheques for $2,300, $1,500 
and $1,000, drawn by A, BE. Ames & 
Co,, having been cashed by McGill. 


Bad Wreck on the C. P. R. 


Winnipeg, Nov. 10.—Just east of 
Meadow on the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway a bad freight 
trdin wreck occurred yesterday morn- 
ing. Altogether ten cars were totally 
put out of business and four others 
were off the track. The passengers on 
the Imperial Limited, bound for points 
so far west as Brandon, were transfer- 
red to the Brandon local, while those 
who were bound for points farther 
west came back to Winnipeg. The 
Transcontinental will proceed west by 
the southern line.

‘FORECAST TOO SANGUINE 


ae eae ae Corrected by the 
| Actual Results of the Threshers—

Too Busy to Market Wheat. 


Toronto, Nov. 21—A statement con- 
taining crop conditions on Nov, 1, 
|besed on the reports of 2,000 corres- 

ondents, has been prepared by the 
pone Department oi Agriculture. 
| All over the province threshing was 
well advanced, as correspondents re- 

orted. Wheat has\not been so large 
fs marketed as usual, prices not being 
jconsidered as satisfactory by those 
‘who could afford to hold, while others 
are keeping it over to feed stock un- 
less prices rise. Barley is now main- 
ily fed to hogs and other live stock, and 
lwhile considerable oats bave been 
marketed, much more will be used cn 
the farm. Several correspondents 
claim that farmers are too busy with 
fall work to go to market, preferring 
to wait for the sleighing season. 

Scarcity of Farm Help. 

Only in a few localities was the sup- 

ly oft farm labor equal to the demand. 
The continued exodus from this pro- 
yince to the Northwest and New On- 
‘tario, is given as the chief cause of 
‘the scarcity of able men to help on the 
farm. While some correspondents be- 
little the English immigrants as farm 
teborerss others ayer that there hag 

been a cae improvement in quality 
during the last year or two. The gen- 
eral opinion is that wages will remain 
at about tne present rate, as farmers 
cannot afford to pay more. The citua- 
tion is being somew! aad relieved by the 
use of improved iarm machinery, and 
by turning more land into pasture. “t 
is almost impossible to secure domes- 
tic servants on the farm, as girls seem 
to prefer town life. 

Wire Fencing Brisk. 

More or less activity in farm im- 
Proyements is reported all over the 

rovince. An immense amount of re- 

encing has been done, some form of 
wire being substituted for the old rail 
or fence. A considerable 
number of new dwelling houses and 
barns have been erected, but much 
more has been done in the way of 
building stone or concrete foundations 
under remodeled houses and barns, in 
the latter case affording more com- 
fortable and convenient stabling for 
live stock. More work would have 
been done in all these lines but for 
the scarcity of labor. 

Beet Sugar Industry. 

The Ontario Sugar Co., whose fac- 
tory is at Berlin, are now receiving 
beets for sugar making from 5,113 
acres. The arear in 1905 was 4,477 
acres, and the yield was 48,025 tons, 
an average of 10.7 tons. The company 
estimated an increase in the yield per 
acre for 1906. The Wallaceburg Sugar 
Oo. are handling the product ‘of 5,700 
‘acres and estimate a yield of between 
65,000 and 60,000 tons. The latter com- 
pany report the sugar yield this year 
‘as a little below the average. 

Yield Below the Forecast. 

The following are the final estima- 
tes of the product of the 1906 crop, as 
‘compared from returns of actual yields 
‘made by threshers, and our staff of 
‘correspondents. The figures are’ slight- 
ly below the forecast for August:

BOMBFOLLOWS MASS 


Attempt to Wreck Great Tem- 
ple of Roman Catholicism. 


EXPLOSION IN THE BASILICA 


Worshippors in Thousands In World's 
Most Famous Church, St. Peter's 
Cathedral, Rome, Wera Thrown 
Into Panic by Explosion of An- 
archist’s Bomb — Immonse 
Spaco Obviated Disaster. 


Rome, Nov. 19.—A bomb was ex- 
ploded in St. Pater’s yesterday. The 
odifice was crowded and an indoserlb- 
able scene of confusion followed, 
There were no fatalities. 

Yesterday was tho anniversary of 
the dedication of the basilica to St. 
Peter, and it was beautifully decor- 
ated for the occasion. Holy 
were oxposed, and a largo number of 
the faithful attended the services, 

Tho last mass had just been con- 
cluded when tho explosion occurred, 
and only one canon, who had not 
quite finished, remained at the altar 
of St. Petronilla. 

Tremendous Roar. 


relics | 


‘As the canon turned to bless the 
communicants, there was a tremend- 
ous roar, which echoed throughout 
the lofty arches of the immense dome 
like a thunder clap. At the same time 
a denso smoke spread throughout this 
portion vf the basilica and a strong 
odor of gunpowder filled the air. Con- 
fusion and panic at once seized the 
people. . 

Chairs were overthrown, making the 
confusion more serious. Men and wo- 
men fled, stumbling in all directions, 
and the screams of children and cries 
of anguish were heard on all sides, 
and for a few moments it seemed as 
if nothing could obviate a grave dis- 
aster. 

The vast size of the church, how- 
ever, gave room for the crowd to 
scatter, and at the end of a few mo- 
ments the people were surging toward 
the doors, excited and nervous, but 
orderly. 


No One Hurt. 

As soon as the smoke cleared away 
a hasty examination showed that no- 
body had been hurt in the crush, and, 
furthermore, that no one had been 
wounded by the explosion. Calm was 
gradually restored and people return- 
ed to view the extent of the damage. 

It was discovered that the bomb had 
been placed under a scaffolding which | 
had been erected to facilitate repairs 
to the roof exactly over the celebrated 
tomb of Clement XIII., by Canova. 

Pope Hears Report. 

The Pope was engaged in his regu- 
lar noon hours devotions when the 
bomb went off. He heard a muffled 
sound, which surprised, but did not 
alarm him. Monsignor Misciatelli, sub 
prefect of the apostolic palaces, and 
Monsignor Bisleti, major domo of the 
Vatican, at once hurriedly entered 
the pontifi’s chamber. They were so 
pale that the Pope immediately ask- 


, ed: “What has happened?’ 


“Do not be alarmed, Holy Father,” 
was the answer, “a bomb has explod- 
ed in the basilica, but fortunately 
there are no deaths to deplore, and 
no one has been wounded.” 

The pontiff asked anxiously if the 
church had been injured. On being: 
reassured he fell on his knees, say- 
ing he must implore merey for the 
misguided perpetrator of the deed. 

A three days’ service of praise will 
be celebrated in all the churches in ; 
expiation of this offence to religion. 

Third Outrage. 

This bomb explosion makes the 
third anarchist outrage in Italy in 
four days, the other two being the 
murder of Prof. Rossi in Naples Sat- 
urday, and the explosion of a bomb 
in front of the cafe Aragno in this 
city on Nov. 14.

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DEATH OF SENATOR VIDAL. 


Was Prominent In Church Work !n 
Sarnia For Yoars, and Ho Was 
An Active Prohibitionist. 


Sarnin, Nov. 19,—Hon. Aloxander 
Vidal, o member of the Canadian 
Senate since 1873, died at his home 
here yesterday afternoon. He had been 
failing during the past two months. 
The funeral will take place on Wed- 
nesday. , 

Hon, Alexander Vidal was born in 
Berkshire, England, Aug. 4, 1819, be- 
ing tho eldest surviving son of Oap- 
tain R. Qj, Vidal, RN. The Vidal 
family came originally from Spain, 
removing to England in the seven- 
teenth contury. He was educated ct 
the Royal Mathematical School, 
Ohrist’s Hospital, London, accompan- 
ied his father to Canada in 1834, sot- 
tling in Sarnia, Ont., the following 
year. Married, Decomber, 1847, Onth- 
orino, eldest daughter of Oaptain W.. 
E Wright, R.N., of Moore, Lambton 
County. He practiced the profession 
ot civil engineering from 1843 to 1862, 
and was manager of the Sarnia 
branch of tho Bank of Upper Canada 
from 1852 till the failure of that in- 
stitution in 1866. He held the same 
position in the service of the Bank of 
Montreal from that time until 1875, 
when he resigned. 

His Political Career. 

At tho first goneral election follow- 
ing Confederation in 1867, he was an 
unsuccessful candidate against tho 
Hon. Alex. Mackenzie for the House 
of Commons; ngain in 1872 he was de- 
feated. He represented the St. Clair 
division in the legislative council 
from September, 1863, until the union. 
He became a Senator at the call of 
Sir John A. Macdonald, Jan. 15, 1878. 
He was a man who took a general in- 


terest in the affairs of his community. | 


He had been lieutenant-colonel in the 
Canadian militia, county treasury of 
Lambton, president of the Y.M.O.A. at 
Sarnia in 1878. The temperance cause 
claimed on great deal of his energies 
in late years, and he was a central 
figure in the Dominion alliance for 
the total suppression of the liquor 
traffic, of which organization he was 
a past president. Senator Vidal was 
a member of the Ohurch of England 
till 1843, when he joined the Presby- 
terian Church, and has represented 
the Sarnia Church in the general as- 
sembly. 

He is survived by four sons and 
two daughters.

2,000 TONS OF STEEL RAILS® 


Wreckage Picked Up Causes Fears 
That Simla May Also Have Gone 
Down—Theano Sank at the En- 
trance of Thundor Bay—Winona 
Ran on a Shoal—Their Crews 
Got Off Safoly. 


Sault Ste. Maric, Nov. 19.—The Al- 
goma Central steamer Theano with a 
cargo of 2,000 tons of steel rails for 
the Grand Trunk Pacific at Fort Wil- 
liam was sunk three miles fromm Thun- 
der Capo. 

The boat struek o small island 
while trying to make the harbor Fri- 
day night, and being washed off by 
a omer sea, sank in deep water. 

The crew succeeded in getting off 
in lifeboats, and reached Port Arthur 
in safety. 

No Trace of Vessel. 

Port Arthur, Nov. 19.—No trace of 
the steamer Theano could be found 
By a party who went out to the scene 
of the wreck yesterday morning on 
the Whalen. Only floating oil and 
bubbles coming to the surface of Lake 
Superior indicated the spot where a 
wreck had taken place. The steamer 
with her cargo of rails, had gone to 
the bottom of the lake. At that point 
the water is 17 feet deep, and there is 
no likelihood of the boat being re- 
covered. 

Simla May Be a Wreck. 

The tug Bowman, sent out to search 
for the crew, came across a large 
amount of wreckage, portions of which 
were painted green. As the steamer 
Simla was green striped it is believed 
that she was wrecked. 

MacKay Boat Ashore. 

Owen Sound, Nov. 19—Word was 
received here yesterday afternoon that 
the new steel freight carrier, Winona, 
of the R. O, & A. B. MacKay line is 
ashore on Duck Island, south of Mani- 
toulin Island. 

The Winona, which is off the dry 
dock only a few weeks, having met 
with o similar misfortune about six 
weeks ago, left Owen Sound on Fri- 
day evening at 5.80 o’clock, bound for 
Fort William with a cargo of cement. 
In a blinding snowstorm early Satur- 
day morning, the Winona went ashore 
on one of the Duck Islands, about 190 
miles from Owen Sound. The big 
steamer landed well up in shallow 
water. 


Bow Badly Broken In. 
After some time the boat pulled off 


} with her own power, but the bow was 


found to be badly broken in and the 
forward compartment filled with wat- 
er. In this condition the boat sought 
shelter, and in a small bay the bow 
of the boat was beached.

Uso of Cornstalks 

Prof. H. Wiley, of tthe American 
Department of Agriculture, thinks ho 
has struck a discovery that will add 
greatly, to the value of the corn crap, 
He believes the stalles of sweet corn 
mizht be made to yicld sugar of the 
best quality amd thus take the place 
to a darze extent of the beet that is 
now raised for sugar, und whichis a 
more expensive erpp than corn. The 
stalks of sweet corn contain much 
more sugar ttham thosd of the com- 
mon field torn, and the sugar con- 
tent is at its maximum at the timo 
when ¢he cars are pulled. Swzar, of 
course, is readily convertible into al- 
cohol, and inasmuch fs each 100 
pounds of stalls will yield six and a 
half pounds of a’bsoluty alcohol it is 
easily seen whajt a jzood thing tho 
farmer has been allowing to io to

If he has several 
parcels of real property they are so- 
parately affected by ithe increased 
taxation resulting from the enact- 
ment of the by-law, and there is no 
reason why te should not! have ‘tho 
right to protect each of them by his 
vote. Even then the Jaw is unjust, 
however, for if a man is assessed on 
several properties, all in one ward, 
he has still only one vote on a money 
by-laws In the casa of a local op- 
‘tion plebiscite the issue is sociologi- 
cal, not financial, and the man who 
has only one piece of property is as 
much injured by ‘the liquor traffic as 
the man who has several pieces. The 
Ontario Government might yTeason- 
ably ask the Legislature to enact 
that each elector shall have only one 
yote in future loval option plebiscites. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


— 
The quesition of salaries is ajitat- 
in3 the community at the present 
time, and the teaching {fraternity 
have just had their innings. This 
question is one that affects most of 
us off and on durinz most of oyr 
waking moments, for, after alll is 
said, it is the few—the very few — 
whose income is such, or who are so 
situated, that their needs fand the 
wkerewithal to satisfy them are not 
a lanze parti of the principal func- 
tions of their lives, Most of us will 
have to joz serenely along with juat 
about enowzh to keep the ekidways 
properly \zreased, in epite of all the 
‘theories advanced by our Socialistio 
friends, although it can readily be 
eeen that many present-day abuses 
can and ouzht to be Temedied, tbat 
will make life’s ways much easiex for 
the great mass of humanity. 

To come back to the salary ques - 
‘tion, there is no doubt that living 
expenses have materially imcreased in 
Tecent years, whilst salaries of a cer- 
tain class have remained stationury 
—teachers included. The time was 
when every farmer had a boy orizirl 
who took up the profession, of teach- 
iniz, and as a consequence the sup- 
ply was very much is excess of the 
demand nd wherever that condj - 
tion exists, the emoluments paid will 
always be in inverse ratio to the sup- 
ply, law or no law. The teachin 
profession seemed to be a izentee!l way 
of jgetting up to a higher standard of 
living, and those entering it were 
content to take whatever was offer- 
ed as long as they could get away 
from ‘the so-called drudizery of farm 
j life. The more ambitious used it os 
a stepping stone ta not higher, but 
more lucrative professions, and as a 
result the left-overa remained to 
‘teach, to the evident detriment of the 
scholars. With the openinz up of 
our country, with ita jzrand possibil- 
ities, the chances of our brightest 
youths have vastly improved, and tho 
‘teaching profession, throwzh which 
they formerly passed, j|zot the cold 
shoulder. To-day it has reaghed the 
stae that nearly every other class 
hag—where Lhe supply is not equal 
to the demand, The teachers have 
not ‘been slow to seize their oppor - 
tunity, and w 


set the legislature lez- 
islating in their favor, and. trustees, 
much against their will, coming to 
the scratch and yoting increases out 
of the taxes of the poor taxpayer. 

Jt is mot the rich taxpayer who 
fecls these increases, for no matter 
how hheavy ‘the tam bill is it won't 
make one iota of difference as to his 
manner of livinz, but it is on the

On the other hand the taxpayer has 
his way of looking at things. He 
sees that teachers work only 200 days 
in ithe year whilst he has to worl 
300, and double the length of day at 
ithat. True, some of the non-teach- 
ing time Ig taken up in preparation 
for ‘the teaching timo, but that item 
don’t count with him, any more than 
the angument that a minister has 
more work to do than simply preach 
two sermons on Sunday, He figures 
the salaries paid at so much per 
working day, and finds {that they 
range from $8 down to $2, with 
lots of holidays thrown im for rest 
and reoreation, He also knows that 
masti of ithe malo teachers, at least, 
utilize the holidays in various ways 
to inerease their income, and some 
of them part of their daily leisure 
time, and naturally comes to the con- 
clusion that, taken alll in all, they 
they ore not badly, off. 

This outlining of the situation nat- 
urally leads up jto {the ‘question : 
“Were the members of the Board of 
Education justified in conceding the 
‘recent substantial increases of solary 
to the teachers on the Public School 
Board and the (Collezialte Institute 
staffs, or were they “stampeded,” as 
some ratepayers assert. The ques- 
tion will have to be answered in an- 
other article.

Chimney on York-st. — Alarm in Homes 
of Firemen.

Sir,_For several years the Lind- 
say Board of Heallh has repeated 
ly urged upon the Town Council the 
necessity of erecting an Isolation 
Hospital. Yhese requests have beep 
filed as soon as received. The Coun- 
cil’s excuse for deferring action is 
the plausible one, as every ratepayer 
knows full weli that, owing to the 
high tax rate, the most rigid econ- 
omy must be practised. But yet 
this does not relieve the Board of 
Health of the responsibility waich 
rests upon them according to the 
Medical Health Act- If the Isola- 
tion Hospital is mot built, either by 
the Covncii or with the sucplus 
fund now under discussion, there is 
no doubt but that the Board of 
Health, in the year 1907, will pro- 
ceed to erect one and the Council 
will be called) upon to foot the bill 
out of the town treasury. i 

The mouey which has been spent 
at a disadvantage during the nu- 
merous cases of smallpox and other 
Contagious diseuses would have built 
and anaintained a suitatle building. 
The Board of Health cannot do ef- 
ficient work nor praclise economy, 
owing to the luck of proper equip- 
ment in dealing with cases of con4 
tagion. Not only have the town’s 
finances oceu draived by this use— 
less expenditure, but private indi- 
viduals have been sufferers, whole 
households have been quarantined, 
and business interests interfered witls 
bringing considerable loss and in- 
conveuience on many who haye n2y- 
er been compensated. 

The fact that a prosperous town) 
of S000 inhabitants has no build- 
ing, good, bad or indifferent, in 
which to place a putiest or one 
who has been exposed to infection, 
should be remedied at once. The 
Home for the Aged surplus wouid 
indeed br a ‘jodsend to the unforcun- 
ate afflicted ones, if those in crust 
will only use it for this purposes 
Yo:c readers will remember, upon 
one occasion, a lady suffering from 
smalipox, with several others who 
were exposed to the contagion, wero 
removed from their comfortable 
quarters in the Benson house by the 
Board of Health and huddied into 
the worn out vid tent (witich the 
Sanitary inspector informs me is 
now too rolten to be of further! 
use), hastily erected on the frozen 
ground in a bare field novth of the 
town, with not even a fence or a 
tree to protect it from the winter 
wind whieh swept down upon it dur- 
ing the dreary, days of theic im 
prisonment—a place not fit for a 
brute beast. much! less a human be- 
ing, and sick ul that. That is only 
one instance. During past years 
several patients who were deathly 
il have been taken from their warm 
houses and comfortable beds and 
dumped into the pest tent, the snow 
haying been shoveled off u space for 
its erection. The Mhigh rate of tax- 
ation is not a sufficient reason why 
we should treat the sick and af- 
fiicted in a less merciful manner 
tuan we would our horse or dog- 

What other cause calls so earnest- 
ly for the Home for the Aged sur 
plus as the one I have mentioned? 
The pleading of the poor, the le 
mands of the law, the threatening 
of disease, the reasoning of aa jn- 
telligent conimunity, the claims of 
humunity and mercy, all clamoring 
for the funds whi will, if used 
for this purpose, wipe out the pres- 
ent disgrace—Yours, etc..

}inally we unge our on the 
sound of ‘the insreused scarcity of 
hens. ; The attruction of highor 
avies*in business life und in our 
Western Provinces have rendred it, as 
the Bourd's experience has repeatddly 
proven, next to impossible to scoure 
competent teachers to fill the 
aicies ocourriny from tinie to time 
on your own staff, and other towns 
are in a position presiscly similar. 
We would emphasize the fact that 
men are no longer entering the pro- 
fession, for lmany years the young 
men haye numbered but twenty-five 
per cent. of Lhe students in our Coua- 
ity Model Schools. In {the Normal 
Schools the percentage is less than 
ten, and is rapidly, on the decrease. 
In East Victoria to-day, outside of 
Lindsay, tkere are but four mule 
iteachers of experience, and one of 
itbem has resygned. There are, in 
in the same district, ten or twelve 
male iteachers, eight of whom have 
but one year’s experience. 

The lesson which these facts bear 
is not Uifficult to read, male teachsrs 
will mot remain in a position where 
even tthe ‘best salaries paid in towns 
are utterly inadeqaate to provide the 
comforts and (the privilezss which 
professional men and skilled mechan- 
ics can afford, or to make provision 
for the day when the teacher: can 
no lonzer work. 

Jn conclusion, we desire to assure 


work 


teacher an in- 
vice and ability. 
Their experience had been that most 
teachers had improved as they went 
on. It had also been the aim ot 
the Board to strive and keep such 
jteachers on the staff, Mr, Mlavelle

BOOKS SCANNED IN ABSENCE 


How the Directors Met Crisis Which 
Then Confronted Them on Roport 
of Suspicious Clorks—History of 
the Lost Days of the Ontario 
Bank Before Crash Came— 
N. G. Bank Inspection. 


Toronto, Nov. 17—The last days in 
Ontario Bank history, days interven- 
ing between tho time of the complete 
realization by the directors that a 
crash was inevitablo, and the fateful 
morning on the stock exchange when 
the collapso of the shares conveyed 
to the world the knowledgo, hitherto 
jealously guarded, within the inner 
circles, were made known to 
lie at largo for the first time y 
in the proceedings before Magistrate 
Denison. 

Frank H. Pope, chief clerk of the 
head office, and most trusted of all 


the staff by the general manager, 
sinco it was he who was assigned #b: 
McGill to deal with his correspond- 


once while the manager was absent, 
gave to light that which had, up till 
then, been a hidden chapter, 

Crisis Confronts Directors. 

Tt was on Sept, 1, that the directors, 
or some of them, at least, were con- 
fronted with a crisis in the affai 
the bank. ‘To the emergency meeting 
called purely on the initiative of Mr. 
Pope and Transfer Clerk Chenoweth, 
there came Directors Flett, Harcourt, 
Curry and Walton. President Cock- 
burn and Director Donald McKay 
were absent from the city. 

If Manager McGill had not taken 
any vacation last summer, it is more 
than likely that the Ontario Bank 
would still be holding up its head 
among banking institutions. There 
would have been no break in the 
market price, no closing of the doors, 
and no absorption into the Bank of 
Montreal. Mr. McGill would still be 
manager, and would be {ree to como 
and go, not permitted to move about 
solely by virtue of $100,000 sureties. 

A Holiday Investigation. 

But Mr. McGill took an extended 
holiday during July and August, and 
while he was at New York and Sara- 
toga, investigation was being made 
of certain large accounts in his secur- 
ity ledgers. For months back, Messrs. 
Pope and Chenoweth had nursed sus- 
picions that had been aroused through 
casual glances into the accounts. In 
the absence of the manager, they had 
time and opportunity at their com- 
mand. 

What they discovered confirmed 
their belief that all was not well un- 
der the consulship of Charles McGill. 
A number of New York brokerage 
firms were debited with large 
amounts, had been for years; yet there 


was nothing to show that any securi- | 


ties were held, or that interest or 

dividends had been paid. The sums 

totaled well on to a million dollars, 

and included $485,500 debited to 

Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., and 

$229,000 to Cuyler, Morgan & Co.

St. Bernard on Fire. 

The Parrsboro’, N.8., schooner St. 
Bernard, 123 tons, from Bridgeport, 
Conn., for Wood's Point, N.B., for a 
load of grindstoncs, drifted ashore 
and cought fire in the big storm of 
yosterday morning in Beaver Harbor, 
on the Bay of Fundy const. Capt. 
Magnus Benjamin says that he ran 
the schooner into Beayer Harbor for 
shelter about 2 a, m. Both anchors 
wore let down, but both dragged and 
the schooner went on the rocks. The 
stove upset and tho vessel caught fire, 
and the cabin, part of the stern, some 
snils und rigging were burned.

The consting schooner Maybell, 
Capt. Oliver, from Shuleens for St. 
John, was badly buffeted in the bay, 
and both anchors and part of the 
deckload of deals lost. 

Silver Wave a Total Loss.

The latter 
route offers moro luxurious trayel, 
but the voyaze is a week lonzer,so 
that business men (generally choose 
the first mentioned lina, which com- 
bines speed with comfort. 

Sailinjz from New York, the travel- 
ler reaches Pernambuco, Brazil, 
ufter a voyage of thirleen days. 
Pernambuco, is an. old city of 160,- 
00U population, with mucn that is 
quaint and interestinz. The next 
port is Bahia, ono and’ one-balf days 
distant, with (300,000 fouls; then 
comes Rio de Janiero, a busy hive of 
one million people who are justly 
proud of their grand city. Wivedays 
after leaving Rio harbor the ship 
reaches Montevideo, capital ‘of the 
State of Uruwzuay, and nine hours’ 
sail up the Plata, a grand river 
brings the traveller to Buenos Ayres

Brazilian people of the better class 
are extremely courtcous in conversa- 
tion and cleanly in their habits, be- 
ing as fond of bathing as are the 
Japanese, The bathroom is the prin- 
cipal room in the house—it should 
be in all ‘bropicul countrics, but is 
not. 

The city of Bahindis (the ‘ancient 
capital of Brazil, and still continues 
the esclesiastioal centre. It is sit- 
uated on a jgreait bay about 20 miles 
wide and 40 miles deep, called Bay do 
Son Salvador. This is the port in- 
to which (Bartholomew Diaz, the 
old Portwzuese explorer, blundered 
when seeking a passaige around, Cape 
of Good Hope in 1487 bein probably 
the first man from overseas who had 
landed on the shores of South Ameri- 
ot. The city comprises Upper and 
Lower Town, the latter—the business 
centre—beinjy built on tha bily, the 
residential section beinz foouled on 
the cliffs above — 200 feet up — tho 
trip being made by means of a ziz- 
zaz \roadway, inclined cable road or 
hydraulic cleyators, as (preferred. 
The latter method is most popular 
and lands one in the Plaza—t (xreait 
square, around which fre situated 
the Governors palace and the muni- 


The city of Rio de Janicro, th 
ital of ‘the United States of Brazil, is 
situated upon what is universally 
conocded to ‘be the finest harbor in 
the world, Dhe ssenery reminds the 
traveller who is intimate with Oan-

ations. In the centre of the bay is 
a tall rock called ‘Phe Sugar Loaf” 
from its conical shape, and it is the 
mot striking landmark of a great 
many Within view of the city.

the summit of which is reached by 
means of a coz-wheel ‘railroad. On 
‘the very lop of the pinnacle is an ob- 
servatory erected for, use of visitors. 
Brom this point ono looks far out 
over the city and harbor, and the 
eptctacle is beyond doubt one of the 
most magnificent in a seenic sense to 
ba met with the world over, The 
elevation is something over 2000 feet, 
and) the cliff beinz cut sheer away on 
the cily sido by the mighty hand of 
nature, enables the sizhtseer who is 
not (ao timid to lean over the pro- 
tecting guard rail amd watch the 
crowds strolling ‘through the Botani- 
cal Gardens located on the shore 
level far below him. A number of 
suicides have occurred at this point, 
the victims invariably being foreiz 
ers who have ambled away their 
money, or sailors who have been on 
prolonged epress, Numerous moun- 
tains are within view, and the hizh- 
est—of 5000 fect altitude—is only a 
few miles from ‘the city. Tt is called 
"The Finger of God,” because ‘the 
peak consists of a ‘rounded ‘point 
which, viewed from afar, looks like 
an index finzer pointing directly to 
the zenith. The~lower slopes of this 
mountain facinz the city are becom- 
ing dotted with the country homes of 
the wealthy, and assuredly the loca- 
tion is ideal in every respect. 

The street car system in Rio is con- 
tiolled by Mr. Wm. McKenzie, of 
Toronto, and his associates. The com- 
pany are rapidiy transferring the 
plant into one of the most up-to-date 
character, and beyond doubt it will 
be the finest in South America. Pow-

from ‘the city, and work on the pow- 
er ‘house and ‘transmission line is al- 
ready under way. The proposition is 
one of the most promising imaginable 
from a dividend-earninz point of 
view—the only one that appeals to 
the capitalist. It is regarded as a 
certainty by all who are acquainted 
with ithe facts that the prospects of 
the Rio system are in no way infer- 
ior jto the Sao Paulo investment of 
Mr. McKenzie and partners. 

The trade of Rio de Janiero is prin- 
cipally coffee, of which truly enor- 
mous quantities are handled. The 
city is the centre of federal power 
for Brazil, the relation beinz that of 
Ottawa to the Dominion, or Washj- 
ington, D.C., to the United States 
The city fathers recently opened up 
a \zrand avenue through the heart of 
the city, and are alse beautifyinz the 
bay front. The work is being carri- 
ed out in tho shape of a horseshoe, 
and will become one of the jrandest 
park boulevards possessed by any 
city in the world, im all probability, 
the water, has been created a “parp- 
dise” from which motor boats ply and 
and certainly in ‘the Americas. In 
the centre of the horseshoe, and over 
take pleasure seekers for short trips 
over the bay. In the eveninjz the 
boulevard and paradise are ablaze 
with electric lizhts, bands play, and 
a caterer supplies cooling drinks 
and ices to tho beautifully dressed

as ithey saunter along the boulevard 
or resit on tho comfortable seats oy- 
erlooking the water.

Rio has two first-class hotels, one 
being located in the business sec- 
tion and the other close to the 
I'laza overlooking the harbor. Both 
furnish excellent accominodation at 
a reusonable price (for Brazil.) 

The next port of note is Santas, 
a night’s sail from Rio Lt is the 
greatest coffee shipping port in the 
worid and alinost all of the supplies 


imported into Canada and the 
Uniled States are loaded at San- 
tus. The industry gives employ- 


ment to practically, the entire popy- 
lation of the town—men, women 
and children. E 

Wrom Santas to Sao Paulo one pro- 
eceds by sable roud up the monn- 
tuin, the trip ocenpymg two and 
one-half hours. The road is divided 
into seven sections requiring a 3ep- 
arate cable for each. There are 
some cightecen tunnels aad a coc 
responding number of viaducts, and 
the line excites the admiration and 
wonder of all who see it. 

Sno Paulo has about 300,000 in- 
habitants and is the equal of Tor- 
onto in size and appearance. ‘The 
cily is well paved, fairly well light- 
ed and splendidly, policed. Thanks to 
Mr. Wm. MeKenzie and his fellow 
capitalists, the cilizens enjoy an al- 
most perfect street railway system. 

In Sao Paulo Mr. Gregory enjoyed 
the extreme pleasure of moeting 
several Toronto boys and others 
whose friends he had met some-

The 
country is a succession of colfee 
plantations, and the proprietors 
welcome and entertain visitors with 
lavish hospitality.

American Undergraduates Behind In 

Studies, But Ahead In Athletics. 

London, Nov. 26.—It is already pos- 
sible in the early weeks of the third 
academic year during which tho 
Rhodes scholars have been in resi- 
dence to say something of the class 
of men who have availed themselves 
of the opportunity offered them and 
of the part they have played in uni- 
versity life. 

There are at present 161 Rhodes 
scholars at Oxford, of whom 71 come 
from the British colonies, 79 from Am- 
erica and 11 from Germany. On the 
whole, in so far as any of the scholars 
have yet been tested in the schools, 
they have achieved a very high degree 
of success. Tho great majority of 
academic distinctions have been won 
by colonial students, the Americans, 
in spite of their great numbers, quite 
failing to keep up with them. 

From the athletic point of view, 
however, the Americans more than 
hold their own.

LOCAL LEGAL 


Township of Ops and Omemee Road. 

There is likely to b ean interesting 
amount of litigation between the 
township of Ops and a number of the 
farmers concerning a short portion 
of the the 
eighth and ninth concessions. For 
u number of years it appears to have 
been (the understanding that this 
road should be closed and no road- 
work was done upon it, it being cop- 
sidered that the ordinary road allow- 
ances were quite sufficient without 
this piece of forced or, cross country 
road, which did not shorten the dis- 
tance very much and had the disad- 
vantage of a dangerous railwuy cros- 
sing it. 

The Council of the year 1905 passed 
a by-law closing ‘the road and provid- 
ing for its conveyance to the far- 
mers along the road, and deeds had 
been excouted and delivered before 
the end of the year to Michael Fox, 
W. I. Reid and R. Ll. Reid, ands tho 
consideration paid to the township. 
The Council of 1906 decided to reverse 
‘this policy and open the road algain, 
and they passed a by-law for that 
purpose, and the farmers who had re- 
ceived deeds for their property were 
not compensated and even the money 
paid by them was not returned. They 
consequently took proceedings un- 
der the Municipal Act to compel the 
township to make a settlement, and 
the matter came on before Judge 
Harding on the 24th inst., and appli- 
cation mude for the appointment of 
atbitrators The township have met 
this ‘by commencing an action in the 
Wigh Court to vet aside their own 
by-laws and deeds that they had |giv- 
en (the farmers. 

The Judge has adjourned the appfi- 
cation 'to appoint arbitrators until 
the action in the High Court is dis- 
pozed of. It appears as thouzh there 
will be a jrood. deal of law before the 
matter is settled.

THE DREAM OF STATESMEN LIKELY 
TO BE FULFILLED. 


Tamiskaming Northern ay Will be Cieat- 
ly Extended. 


Toronto Ont, Noy. 16.—The vast 
success which has attended the 
provinolul railway of the Ontario 


government (the Temiskaming and 
Northern) has been so great sinse the 
tich discoveries of silver in the Tem- 
iskaminjy district that there is now 
a movement on fovl to jgreatly ex- 
tend it, Those who are pushing the 
soheme for extension went the rail- 
Way whut they oull “the backbone of 
the province’, and the propossl is to 
extend it to Toronto in one direction 
and t6 Hudson's Bay in the other. 
thus giving the province of Ontario 
whut has long been one of its am- 
bitions—a seaport of its own. It is 
stated thal the provincial line is ut 
present hampered in the matter of 
malcins connections with other lines, 
ond it is thought the extension to 
Toronto might take tne shape of ao 
agreement with the Grand Trunk 
poople for running powers over their 
line into Torento — which should 
Dlove a paying proposition for both 
the Grand Drunk and the zovern- 
ment toad. f 
\ At present the railway runs from 
North Bay to New Liskeard, a dis- 
tance of about w hundred and sixty 
miles, aud the Ontario government i4 
engaged on the work of extending it 
northward, with the ultimate object 
of making a junction with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific in the neighborhood of 
Lake Abitibi. This extension of it- 
self will bring the total length of the 
line up to 400 miles.

Mr. Flelding’s Tariff Message to the Country. 


Wo make the following excerpts 
from’ ithe great speech doliyered by 
Hon. Mr. Fieldinz, Finance Minis- 
ter, at the banquet tendered him in 
Mamtres!, Tuesday evening, Nov. 20;

The late Senator was the son of the 
late Francis William Kerr, s native 
of Fermanagh, Ireland, who settled 
in Ameliasburg, Prince Edward Coun- 
ty, Ont. Born in Ameliasburg, 1829, 
he received his early education nt 
Newtonville, under the Rev. Dr. Omm- 
iston (Presbyterian). Afterwards en- 
tering Victoria University, Cobourg, 
obtaining the degree of B.A. in 1855, 
MLA. in 1858, and L_D. in 1887. His 
legal studiea were carried on in the 
office of Smith & Armour, Cobourg, 
the lost named being the late chief 
justice of Ontario. He was called to 
the Bar in 1859, and practiced 
throughout in the Town of Cobourg. 

In 1867 he was elected mayor of 
Cobourg, holdmg that office contmu- 
ously and always by acclamation un- 
til 1873, A Liberal in politics, he 
represented West Northumberland m 
the House of Commons from the gen- 
eral election, 1874, to the general elec- 
tion, 1878. Mr. Kerr was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for the same riding 
Sn 1878, 1882 and 1885. In 1897 he 
was raised to the Senate, succeeding 
Sir_ Oliver Mowat.

VICTIMS OF STORM 


Over Twenty-Five Lives Lost On 
the Great Lakes, 


BARGE RESOLUTE WRECKED 


Six Mon Lose Their Lives Off Western 
End of Toronto Island—Capt. Sul- 
livan Washed Ashore on Wreck- 

age and Escapes Aftor Drifting 
on Angry Waters For Hours— 
The Story of the Wrecks. 


Toronto, Nov. 23.—One of the worst 
marine disasters in the annals of To- 
ronto harbor occurred shortly beforo 
daybreak yesterday, when tho steam 
barge Resolute went to pieces a mile 
out from the western sandbar and six 
of the crow lost their lives, ‘The re- 
maining six, five men and a woman, 
reached safety after a terrible battle 
with the elements. Five were drowned 
when a lifeboat turned turtle, and the 
sixth, after clinging to a piece of 
wreckage for half an hour, with a com- 
ypanion, weakened and sank, The sur- 
vivor, Capt. John Bullivan, commo- 
dore of Contractors Haney & Miller’s 
fleet, to which the Resolute belonged, 
grimly held on, and was swept through 
the westorn gap and rescued in an ex- 
hausted condition near the Canadian 
Shipbuilding Co,’s yards at the foot 
‘oi Bathurst street. 

Crew Desert Vessel. 

Unable to make the harbor since 
‘Tuesday, owing to the insufficient 
sdepth of water in the western gap, the 
crew, after fruitless attempts to get 
in, kept the pumps going until the wa- 
ter extinguished the fires. Almost im- 
mediately the vessel began to go to 

ieces, and not until then did the crew 

sert her. The Resolute had two life- 
boats. Into one clambered Chief En- 
gineer Harrison, Dave White, a deck 
hand; Harry Gregory, a fireman; John 
Barnes, a fireman. They pushed off 
just before the Resolute took her last 
plunge. Into the other gathered Capt. 
Fahey, Andrew Hicks, a wheelman; 
Michael Haney, the mate; Ernie Mc 
Beth, fireman, and the cook, Eliza- 

beth Callaghan. 
Two On Cabin Top. 

Capt. Sullivan and the second engi- 
neer, Harry Topping, were unable to 
reach the boats and floated off on the 
top of the cabin. The first boat was 
‘overturned 50 yards from the wreck, 
{and its occupants were engulfed in the 
icy water. The second boat was 
brought safely to shore by Capt. Fahey 
after a 20 minutes struggle with the 
howling turmoil at the gap. Neilson, 
the wheelman, was swept from the 
deck of the Resolute shortly before she 
icundered. Topping was swept from 
the frail raft he was clinging to.

They are both in great dan- 
ger of foundering, as the anchorage 
is none too secure. 

None of the bodies have been ze- 
covered. 

Seven Men Perish. 

Sandusky, Ohio, Nov. 23.—The barge 
Athens, in tow of the steamer Pratt, 
went down in Lake Erie in the storm 
Wednesday night. The captain and 
six men of the crew were probably 
drowned. 

Panama Wrecked; Crew Saved, 

Detroit, Mich., Noy. 23.—A Detroit 
News special from Marquette says the 
steamer Panama has been found 
wrecked on Mineral Reef Point, Lake 
Superior. The crew wero rescued. 

Four Drowned. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 23— 
Four men, who were caught by Wed- 
neaday night’s storm on the cribwork 
of the new breakwater to Holland Har- 
bor, on Lake Michigan, were drown- 
ed. They could not gain the shore be- 
cause of the immense sca. 

Three Ashore.

Kingston, Nov. 23—The tag Emer- 
son, with four grain barges, owned by 
the Montreal Transportation Go., for 
Montreal, got among the islands and 
the tug hit the ‘rocks, and her barges 
anchored. 

Steamer Sinks. 

Portland, Ore., Nov. 23—The river 
steamer Lurline was sunk in a colli- 
sion with the towboat Cascade in the 
river off Ranier early yesterday. All 
on board escaped in their night 
clothes.

it appeared likely that an ngcident 
would occur, but she crashed into tho 
starboard bow of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse, making a breach 12 feet 
wide.

FRIEND OF SAILORS DIES. 


Unique Work Which Rev. Thos. 
Bone Performed For 40 Years. 


8t. Catharines, Nov. 24.—Rev. Thom- 


at Bone, missionary along the Wel- 


land Canal for the Upper Canada 
Tract Society, died on Thursday night, 
at his home here, aged 82, He was for 
nearly forty years actively engaged in 
the work along the canal, retiring only 
in September last, owing to ill-health. 

His plan for reaching the men was 
when the boats were tied up at the 
locks, which usually gave him 25 min- 
utes to reach the crew of each vessel. 
And, with few exceptions, he found 
time to reach all, saying a few words, 
and giving each one a Bible, tracts, 
and religious books. He would then re- 
main on the boat through two or three 
‘Jocks, and await the boats that were 
returning, boarding every oxe, distri- 
buting the contents of his bag of 
Bibles, tracts and comiort bags, which 
contained all the requirements of a 
man away from home, in the nature of 
needles, thread, mending yard, etc. 

As an illustration of the extent of 
his work, on an average 110 vessels 
passed through the canal in a month, 
each boat haying a crew of between 
fifty and sixty men. It is said that Mr. 
Bone reached about twelve thousand 
men eyery season, 

The deceased missionary was born 
and educated in Edinburgh, Scotland, 
On coming to Canada he was appoint- 
ed er the post, which he held till his 

leath.

Lindsay Citizens, Take Warning. 
Boil the milk you use in your 
‘hones,’ is the advice of Dr. J. E. 
Hett, one of Berlin’s medica! men, 
whe has had aj large number of ty- 
phoid cases this fall, says the Berlin 
News-ftecord. He speaks with em- 
ph and says that the milk sup- 
plied in Berlin is undoubtedly r2- 
sponsible for the spread of the 
(disease. This applies pretty gener- 
ally throughout the province, he 
says, but by the simple precuut on 
of eyeryone boiling the milk Sefore 
using it, all danger is avoided, as 
in the boiling process the ferims are 
destroyed. “Ihe city avater is nor 
the cause of the typhoid here, that’s 
a certainty,” said he, “but there are 
many wells in the country that are 
contaminated, and from which the 
germs spread.” This (is done by 
washing the pails, bottles and other 
milking utevsils in the disease-lad- 
en water, and in this way the ty- 
phoid is curticd into the milk, where 
germs multiply very rapidly in the 

lacteal fluid. r
